Senate Rejects 181/z-Year Draft Proposal 


Amendment to 
18-Year Bill 
Beaten 55-31 
Senator Morse 
Loses in Fight 
To Impose Limit 


WASHINGTON— (AP)— 


The senate today rejected a 
sroposal to lower the draft 
age to 18M> years. The action 
cleared the way for a senate 
vote later on the administra- 
tion's bill to set the minimum 
age at 18 years. 


The ISVi-year limit was 


proposed by Senator Morse 
(R-Ore.) as an amendment to 
the administration measure. 
At present men from 19 to 26 
are subject to induction. 


The vote rejecting Morse's 


proposal was 55 to 31. 


Lowering the draft age has 


been one of the most contro- 
versial points in legislation 
before the senate to set in mo- 
tion a permanent universal 
military training and service 
(UMTS) system. 


Accuses Marshall 


Before the vote on Morse's 


proposal, Senator Taft (R- 
Ohio) accused Secretary of 
Defense Marshall of trying to 
'"blackjack" congress into 
drafting 18-year-olds. He said 
Marshall was making an "ob- 
vious effort to stir up the re- 
servists" by saying it would 
be unfair%to them if the 
younger men were not called.

UMTS measure, predicted in ad- 
vance that Morse's proposal would 
be beaten by a "substantial ma- 
jority." 


Would limit Service 


Morse told a reporter he would 


ask a vote on his amendment to 
limit required service by draftees 
to 21 months, as does the present 
draft law. The Pentagon had ask- 
ed an extension to 27 months but 
the senate committee approved 
26. 


Morse also wants to limit the 


service of veterans, 
defined as 


those with six months or more 
previous active service, to 18 
months. They now must serve 21 
months and would be required to 
serve 26 under the senate bill. 


Sentiment grew, meanwhile, for 


writing into the bill a time limit 
on the universal military training 
provision.- The bill being debated

NEW YORK, (AP)—James A. 


Farley, former 
Democratic na- 


tional chairman, said today it was 
widely known 
among 
political 


leaders that President Roosevelt 
was a dying man when he was 
nominated in 1044 for a fourth 
term. 


Farley's statement, in a letter to 


the editor of the New York Times, 
was prompted by adoption of the 
22nd amendment setting a limit of 
two terms in 
the 
ppesidential 


office. 


He said he praised the issue "at 


considerable political risk to my- 
iclf in 1940," and that he still 


was glad he took his stand then 
"even against the advice of some 
of my closest friends and sturdy 
supporters from

the 


country." 


"The presidency as an institu- 


tion should be constantly under 
review," Farley wrote. "Its great 
powers seem to have become a 
burden almost insupportable in 
weight and complexity. 


"We saw tragically in the case 


of President Roosevelt an utter 
breakdown of his great strength 
in his third term. Worse, we saw 
his nomination in 1944 when it 
was widely known among poltica 
leaders that he was a dying man.'

will have spread throughout the 
Dakotas, and into Wyoming, Ne- 
braska and Kansas, Kenny said.

with increasing deficits.

Labor's Defense Walkout Puts 
Spotlight on Program Faults 


The decision of top U. S. labor leaders to withdraw labor 


.representation from all mobilization agencies is a serious 
blow to the harmony and cooperation so vitally needed in the 
•defense effort. 
', 
In the interest of this country's welfare and military se- 


curity, the rift must be healed at the earliest possible mo- 
jnent. And all parties to the dispute must work to that end. 
;With so much at sake, personal pique against any individual 
wr group cannot be allowed to govern. 


The United Labor Policy committee, representing all ma- 


jor union groups hi America, decided to secede because it be- 
lieves labor is not getting a fair deal in the mobilization pro- 
gram. 


Specifically, it objects to the newly promulgated 10 per 


cent pay raise limit on the ground it is insufficient and does 
not take adequate account of existing labor contracts provid- 
ing for cost of living and productivity wage boosts. 


Eric Johnston, economic stabilization director, asked the 


Wage Stabilization Board to relax the new formula to allow 
for some of these features. But labor is clearly not satisfied 
with this concession. 


Union officials protest also that the new price control 


system—designed to allow limited retail mark-ups on some 
200,000 items—will prove unworkable and unenforceable. 
(This method, liowever, was the one finally used by OPA 
in World War n.), 
* 


Lastly, labor is bitterly convinced that it has been denied 


a proper voice in the mobilization scheme, especially in the 
making of manpower policy. Here it levels its fire directly 
against Charles E. Wilson, defense mobilization director. 


A review of the record suggests that at the very mini- 


mum Wilson may have been tactless in his dealings with 
labor. He is pre-eminently a production man and his concern 
above all is to get the output this nation needs to protect it- 
self should war come. But hi this insistence he has tended 
to brush labor problems aside impatiently. In an unquestion- 
ably honest desire to keep mobilization wisely centralized, he 
has shrunk from giving any other man or group too large 
a voice in the program. 


To an outsider, it seems reasonable that this goal can be 


achieved without freezing labor "or any segment of society 
out of the picture. Particularly as regards manpower mat- 
ters, labor's deep interest is clear and warrants attention. 


As for labor's doubts about price controls, they are 


shared by many. But the basic fact is that the biggest worry 
of us all—food prices—cannot be met by any device now 
within the power of Price Stabilizer DiSalle. Farm prices 
are governed by law, and unless and until congress changes 
the present law, there will be no effective ceilings on the 
things we eat. 


The likelihood is that labor's objection to the 10 per cent 


wage hike formula would largely vanish if these other diffi- 
culties were solved. The unions' view is: Why should wages 
be frozen or stabilized when nothing else is? 


•Until price control has really achieved the stability the 


government talks of, there is substance to this labor view 
and it is one every American may well share. 


No sane citizen likes to see these violent wrangles de- 


velop hi critical times. But there has been too much drag- 
ging of feet on the whole wage-price issue. If the breach now 
opened by labor can be sensibly healed in quick order, its 
shock value may have been beneficial. But any long delay 
would be gravely damaging.

Penalty Cards Can Be a Help 


By OSWALD JACOBY

A player with penalty cards on 


the table is not allowed to discard 
a card from his hand proper. 
Apart from that, possession of 
penalty cards does not hurt a 
player in the slightest He may 
use penalty cards or a combination 
of penalty cards and cards from- 
his hand proper to make a legal 
meld, or to take the discard pile. 
He may meld cards from his hand 
even though he has penalty cards 
on the table. 


Sometimes a player will get an 


advantage due to having penalty 
cards on the table. This took place 
in a recent game. Our side needed 
120. My partner placed three tens 
face up on the table, stopped, did 
some finger counting, did some 
more finger counting, and finally 
said, "I can't do it." Three tens 
were all the cards he had exposed; 
they became his only penalty 
cards, and ha discarded one of the 
three tens. 


The next card discarded to him 


was a ten. My partner smiled 
happily and placed all the nine 
cards in his hand on the table. 
They were three jacks, three 
queens, two sevens and a deuce, 
and counted 90 points. The two 
tens on the table made 110, the 
ten on top of the discard pile 120. 


He added the ten to those cards, 


had a legal meld, and took the 
discard pile. You see, he had his 
count before, but only by using 
all the cards in his hand which 
he was not allowed to do. Now he 
could meld all his cards because 
the cards from the discard pile 
would go into his hand. 


If he had simply discarded the 


ten without/ first going through 
the rigmarole of insufficient meld, 
his right hand opponent might 
have figured that he was splitting 
tens and discarded some safer 
card, whereupon my partner would 
neither have had the count, nor 
the discard pile. 


It is possible for you to legalize 


your own insufficient meld if you 
draw the right card. Thus you 
have two eights a deuce and a 
joker on the table as penalty cards 
•and they will immediately become 
melded cards.

The same mail that brought me a lecture from the Gazette of 


Charleston, W. Va., rejecting my belief that our Korean war is a crimi- 
nal folly brought also a tear-sheet from the Chicago Daily News show- 
ing that 3,347 readers voted two to one that we 
should get out "as quickly as possible." 


I never rely on popular opinion for comfort or 


vindication. That is democracy, which I- abhor. 
However the Gazette is an organ of the ruling Dem- 
ocratic machine. It should respect this two-to-one :\ 
vote to get out. I roll my own opinions.' It makes 
no difference .how many others think our unionism I 
is good or that it can be cured of its evils. Millions j 
of people can be just as wrong as one. And all those | 
are wrong. 


The people are not competent to decide the U- j 


sue of war or peace. That is why the founding «•»«,««* pecier 
fathers rejected Democracy and ordained that our states should estab- 
lish Republican governments. In the republic, the voters elect agents 
or trustees to manage the government for them. There is an under- 
standing that these public servants will be men of superior characte^ 
and altruistic conscience. George Washington was ideal. F. D. Roose» 
velt and Truman would represent the other extreme. This is not an 
appropriate occasion to review all the facts which condemn them as 
bad men. 


Truman was best described by Barney Baruch as "a rude, uncouth, 


ignorant man." 
His chivalry, in 


writing a. letter full of criminal 
implications to a journalist who 
euphemistically expressed a pro- 
fessional opinion that the presi- 
dent's daughter sang like a screech 
owl, is seen to be counterfeit when 
this outburst is compared to his 
own rudeness to Mrs. Storm Thur- 
mond in full view of thousands of 
citizens at his inaugural orgies. A 
gentleman would have been incap- 
able of the premeditated offense 
to Mrs. Thurmond. 


The best possible face that we 


can put on these matters is to 
speculate that President Truman 
each time had put himself in the 
bag. 


Was He Sober? 


Indeed, the temptation is legiti- 


ma^e to ask one's self whether he 
was sober when he suddenly made 
the decision to throw a few com- 
panies of riflemen into the Korean 
war. He had no specific authority 
from the people of the United 
States, but I do not hold that in 
such crisis a president should put 
the question to a referendum. That, 
again, would be democracy. But 
this was touched off by a snap 
judgment and, for all that we are 
permitted to know to the con- 
trary, President Truman made his 
own 
decision. Thus

tragedy from which now, we are 
told, it is impossible to extricate 
our army because the South Ko- 
reans would get wind of it, join 
the enemy and take us in the rear. 


No Belly for War 


I had said that our people had 


no belly for this war and that we 
were victims of a madness of the 
"horribly corrupt Democratic ma- 
chine which has its center-of in- 
sanity in Washington." 


The Gazette said it published my 


article because its editorial page 
must achieve balance of thought in 
fairness to all. That is unfaithful 
doctrine. An editor has no duty to 
publish statements which he rea- 
sonably believes to be false nor 
opinions which he has reason to 
suspect of ulterior motive or 
which, hi his judgment, propagate 
fallacy. On the contrary, he has 
a duty to edit This paper publishes 
the "column" which is sold under 
the name of Drew Pearson.

If the Gazette believes that Red- 


baiting is a creditable activity, I 
fail to follow its reasoning in prin 
ing the Pearson material, in vie 
of the substantiated record of his 
covert propaganda to get army 
commissions for Communists with- 
out letting the Gazette suspect 
that they were Communist, and in 
belittling the Amerasia case from 
the very jump. 


Pearson Knew 


Pearson knew what he was do- 


ing in the Amerasia case. I didn't 
know what he was up to at t 
time and I doubt that the editor 
the Gazette knew. The Amerasia 
case has not been solved yet.

To Be Increasing Rapidly

a family and \.o doctor?. 


Leukemia used to te considered 


a rare disease but many of those 
interested in H have telt for the 
last 20 or 30 years tiiat it was in- 
creasing. In Tact theie are sev- 
eral signs leaning to this conclu- 
sion and inder.d the tate of in- 
crease seems to have been all too 
rapid. 


There are several forms of leu- 


kemia but it JB not possible to dis- 
cuss them all here. In all of them, 
however, the 'iifficulty lies in the 
manufacture of abnormal white 
blood cells or leukocy-ei, which are 
shoved into the blood, usually in 
excessive numbers. 


The disease almost always pro- 


duces anemia, too, because the 
manufacture 01 red Mood cells is 
interfered with. Amo.-g other com- 
mon effects of the disease are 
lessened resistance to infection, a 
tendency to easy bleeding, and 
interference with some of the func- 
tions of other tissue.*. 


Again like cancer the exact 


cause of leukemia is net clear. As 
in cancer then- is some tendency 
for leukemia to run in families but 
this, if meaningful at all, is a 
lowered resistance to the disease 
rather than a true inheritance. 


Another influence which may 


possibly have to do vUth develop- 
ing leukemia is overpxposure to 
X-rays. This does no. mean that 
an X-ray film or two would cause 
any. trouble, but physicians spe- 
cializing in this field s?em to have 
had more leukemia, lor example, 
than those whose work has not 
brought them- in contact with X- 
rays so much.

He was arrested Saturday night after Ken Flower. 19-year-old 


forward on the Trojan team, told his coach, Forrest Twogood. that 
Scroggins offered him $1,500 to lose a crucial game against the 
University of California at Los Angeles. 


•Make Some Money' 


"Scroggins told me we were 


going to lose anyway, so we might 
as well lose by 12 points and make 
some money," Flower, not a first 
stringer, told officers. 


Just before game 
time, 
the 


entire Trojan team was told of the 
alleged bribe attempt. 
It 
ap- 


parently aroused the players. They 
fought furiously in a game marred 
by actual fisticuffs and won 43-41, 
to gain a tie with UCLA for the 
Southern division of the Pacific 
Coast conference. A play off game 
is scheduled tonight. 


Flower told police and university 


officials that he met Scroggins this 
way:

The man got talking with him 


in a hotel > where the team was 
staying prior to the game and 
asked 
about 
purchasing some 


tickets. Flower went to the lat- 
ter's room where he was asked if 
he'd like to make some money. 


$(,500 For Fix 


Scroggins told him he had $1,500 


to spend on the "fix," and would 
give him $500 before the game, 
$500 afterwards if USC lost by 
12 points, and another $500 to 
give to another member of the 
team. 


Scroggins said "Some of the 


others are fixed anyhow, so you 
might as well get yours," Flower 
quoted him, adding "He told me 
I'd never find out who the others 
were." 


Flower said he'd think the deal 


over and 
immediately 
notified 


assistant Coach Al Conti, who 
took the boy to Twogood. Coach 
Twogood 
telephoned 
detectives, 


who suggested that Flower go 
through the motions of accepting 
the bribe. 


Flower went to Scroggins' room, 


but the latter was not there. The 
basketball player left for the game. 
Police later arrested 
Scroggins 


when he entered his room. 
He 


denied complicity in the case. 


Detectives said they found a 


betting marker on 
which 
was 


written from $500 to $2,000 and 
the names 
of 
the 
competing 


schools, USC and UCLA. 


On the betting marker found 


in Scroggins' room, detectives said, 
were written the names "Sica," 
"Hymie," "Vegas," and "Carl." He 
claimed the marker was left there 
by someone else.

ly MUCH HOUtH 


AFTER FIVE NIGHTS OF watching regional basketball play 


last week, we took a night off Saturday to watch Illinois defeat 
Northwestern, 80-76, along with some 18,000 other fans in Chi- 
cago Stadium. 


It is easy to be carried away while watching the old alma mater 


play anything more violent-than chess perhaps, but at the risk of 
being flagged down as too partisan we wish to go on record along 
with a host of others who think this Illinois team is one of Harry 
Combes' best. 


NOW SUCH AN OPINION is hardly earth shaking in 


its importance, but it Is open to question. For this year's 
Illinois team is an unbelievably young one. That is why we 
think this outfit has a stamp of greatness that Harry's other 
clubs didn't quite have. In 'other words, you just don't win 
Big Ten basketeball titles with three sophomores in the 
starting lineup unless those sophomores or the coach or 
both have plenty on the ball. 
ILLINOIS' SOPHOMORES ARE DANDIES, there is no doubt 


about that. But so is Haft-y Combes, and that is the point we wish 
to stress in this short essay. At 36 Harry, for our money, is one 
of the very finest basketball coaches hi the business. 


We were reflecting a bit Saturday night as we watched Harry's 


sophomores, sparked by a couple of seniors, gallop along toward the 
80-point mark. 
We were thinking of some opinions Dixon Coach 


Lon Scofield voiced a short while back about coaches, especially 
about the so-called "great" coaches. As near as we can remember, 
Scofield's remarks went something like this: 


"A great coach Isn't necessarily one who builds a cham- 


pionship team out of nothing. He is more apt to be one 
who can build » championship team out of championship 
material" 
THAT, WE THOUGHT, WAS A GOOD explanation of what 


makes Harry Combes the coach he is. He gets top-flight material. 
Outside of some who go to Bradley and a few more who scatter 
about to other schools, he gets the best material our nigh schools 
can produce . . . and he does something with'it. 


A GOOD EXAMPLE OF WHAT HE DOES WITH tills 


material is evident in the development of Bob Peterson, the 
6-8 sophomore center from Elgin. 


The first time we saw Peterson play was In the Sweet 


Sixteen in the 1949 tourney when West Aurora, or rather 
Johnny Biever, upset Elgin, the co-favorMe with Mt Ver- 
non to win the state championship. 
Peterson didn't look 


very good that Thursday afternoon. In fact the best that 
could be said for him was that he looked big. 
But big Pete looked good enough to Combes for Harry to con- 


vince him (with Don Sunderlage's help, we suspect) that Illinois 
would be a good place to get an education, 


WE WATCHED PETERSON AT PRACTICE almost every day 


of his freshman year at Illinois. Art Mathisen was frosh coach at 
Illinois last year before moving on to Danville high school and he 
took great pains to teach Pete the intricacies of the pivot position. 
The big boy learned, but he still looked a good year or two years 
away from Big Ten ball. To Mathisen should go much of the credit 
for his development. 


Although the Elgin Monster still was no gazelle under 


the boards when this season started, Combes went along 
with him from the opening game as bis starting center. He 
has had his bad nights occasionally since the start of the 
season, but if Saturday's performance was any Indication 
of the basketball Peterson has been playing lately,-then he 
has more than justified Combes' early faith in him. 
THE nLLINOIS TEAM WE SAW Saturday night ia a different 


outfit than the one we watched back in December or even in early 
January. This outfit has "jelled." The boys have that uncanny 
knack of knowing what each other is going to do at almost any 
given moment. 
It has fine individual stars in Don Sunderlage, who 


wouldn't be out of place on anybody's All-America team; 
Rod Fletcher, who is one of the finest rebounders we have 
seen and a game-breaking "reserve" in Ted Beach,who could 
come off the sidelines to score 21 points when they were 
needed Saturday. 


AND AS USUAL, COMBES has his "strong bench" 


where such good boys as Sterling's Max Baumgardner, Jim 
Bredar of Salem and Jim Schuldt of Dundee (all sophs, 
mind you) sit waiting for a chance to score points. 
Yes niinois has another great ball club this year (no matter 
what happens at Michigan State tonight) and this corner would 
like to cast its vote now for the "Coach of the Year" . ., , the man 
who built the club . . . Harry Combes.
